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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This paper is being submitted in response to the Restriction Requirement 
mailed May 17, 2006, in connection with the above-captioned application. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute Group V, Claims 18-20, 23-37 and 44- 
54, drawn to a transgenic plant comprising a recombinant expression cassette 
effecting an increase in cytokinin activity, wherein said plant displays enhanced vigor 
without significant detrimental effects of increased cytokinin activity, and method of 
modulating cytokinin activity in a plant comprising transforming a plant with a 
recombinant expression cassette that increases cytokinin activity, classified in class 
800, subclass 298 for example. 

The right to pursue examination of the non-elected claims in continuation or 
divisional applications is reserved. 

Inventorship is changed by this election; therefore Applicants are concurrently 
filing a petition to amend inventorship in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b).
